MAJOR STEPHENS 

FOR REFERENDUM 

Pledges Himself at Mass Meeting to Refer Tramways Question to People. 



WANTS NEW CITY CHARTER 



Instead of Amending Old One Every Year — Enthusiastic Crowd Fills

oralty, the principal plank of which is reference by mean- of a referendum to the citizens of any contract 
made with the Tramways Company. 

flic present contract with the Tramways Company,'- lie said, "lias about nine years yet to run and 
there, is plenty of time for us to make an arrangement that will he advantageous to I ho city, the people and 
the company. But before we make any new contract we must make a comprehensive plan li> cover all phase* 
of the future development of this city, in the matter of boulevards, roads, streets, sewers, parks, waterworks, 
etc.. such a plan to provide for the time when this , ity shall have a million and a half inhabitants. A con- 
tract with the Tramways Company should also look forward to such development . but before I sign any such 
contract 1 pledge myself here tonight to submit it to the judgment of the people by means of a referendum, 
and that is more than my opponent is doing," added the Major." He says he has a plan, but though we hear a 
great ileal about it we never see it." 

When Major Stephens' carriage turned from St. ( 'atheruie stipct toward* the Monument Nationale he 
was met by a band of Laval University -Indents who with banners and torches escorted him to the theatre, 
where his appearance was the signal lor a prolonged outburst of cheering; Major Stephens made his princiapl 
address in French, speaking a feu words in Knglish afterwards, Willi him on the platform were some two 
to three hundred of the city's leading eitiscens of both races, among whom were; Messrs. It. JIuntly Drum- 
tnond, Farnuhnr Robertson, Sheriff Lemieus, V. 11. Oandurand, James Morgan, .1. A. Vaillancotirt, I.. .1. 0. 
Reauehemin. C. A. Ilarwood. Arthur ( !agnier, 0, < iagnier. I.. .1. Tarte. lOugçnc Tarte. Michael Hirsch; Joseph 
Quintal. A. I.. Carou, K. H. I.emay. Anson MrKim. Alphonse Racine, ii. <l<- Bray, lî. I., ('alder. Hon. A. 
Simard, Fred Tremblay, Alderman Kmanl. I.. A. Wilson, Herbcrl Meld rum, IS. Montct, and others. In Un- 
boxes were several ladies, among them professor Camé Derrick, representing the Local Council of Women, 
and Dr. Ritchie England, representing the Women's Suffrage Association. 

QUALIFIED IF ANYONE IS. 

Refcçring to his ipialiticatious to be a candidate for the mayoralty . Major Stephens said; 
ed of not being a citizen of Montreal, where I was born and where I have lived all my life; w here 
taxes, where I attended school, college and university: where my family has lived for a hundred years and 
where my father and mother are buried. Well, gentlemen. I will light for my rights as well a- those who are 
fighting to prevent me going to the City Hall. 1 am qualified to run for the mayoralty here if anyone i-. 

" I am accused of being opposed to a municipal library. Hut I am hi favor of not one but several libraries 
in different quarters of the city. I am accused of not being a French-< 'anadian. Well, it U difficult to please 
»ome people in this world. 1 cannot change the blood in try veins, but that doe- not prevent me from res- 
pecting your language, your ideals and your customs, while at the same time respecting my own." 

Major Stephens then read a letter which he had written to l.e Devoir last week, in which he emphasized 
that he stood unequivocally for the same rights to French-Canadians in Ontario and other province- as the 
English Protestant- received in the province of Quebec. 

Continuing, he replied to certain objections that he was spending most of hi- time travelling in foreign 
countries for pleasure, stating that, while he had travelled much he had profiled by what he had seen: that 
be had examined municipal problems in many large cities and had secured much valuable information which 
would be useful in the government of Montreal, 

Before proceeding with an examination of the several municipal questions forming his programme, 
Major Stephen- stated that he was present as a candidate for the mayoralty'; a statement that wa-7eeeived 
with voeiferou- applause. He was a candidate for the mayoralty of a city with a population of (iOO.(lt)O and a 
property valuation of S-SUO. 000.000. Il was therefore evident that Montreal needed a strong business ad- 
ministration to face the problems of the future. " I am in favor," he said, "of a square deal for the city and 
for anyone who has busine-s with the city. What should Wè do to make Montreal the most beautiful and 
healthful of cities? If you want to know my idea on I his question it i> -imply this: Stop crying that our city 
is badly governed; that its street- are dirty and that our institutions are not good. Let ns stop being fault- 
finders, .-y-tenialic fault-finders, and lei Us suppress for good those who ate alwavs complaining and doing 
nothing. Helping and improving what exists i- much better than fruitless complaints that end in nothing. 
Let me say this, that in all my travels the best cities I saw were those in which reigned the spirit of civic 
pride, and the worst governed eitie- were those in which reigned the spirit of jealousy and discord." 

Major Stephens concluded this part of hi- address by saying that ii was hi- hope to arotisr in the hearts 
of our citizens a greater pride in Montreal, and with that lie hoped to improve the existing conditions. 

WOULD HAVE NEW CHARTER. 

Referring to the programme on which he seek- election he dealt first with the question hf the citv 
charter, which he said had been so much amended that it was difficult now to discover what were the real 
powers of the city. He proposed to discontinue the practice of amending the charter even- year, and to 
prepare a new charter, more -impie and more modern. The Montreal charier, -aid Major Stephens, was 
closely connected with the. autonomy of the city. Kvery year delegations went down to Quebec to get new 
charter powprs. Personally he thought the time had come to -top going to Quebec, and hi- ow n opinion was 
that Montreal should possess a charter with sufficient powers to administer il- own affairs. 

Discussing neccs-ary public improvements for the city. Major Stephens said there should first be a general 
plan prepared, a plan designed not only for the city a- it now i* with hall a million inhabitants, but for a city 
of a million and a half, a plan thai would -how large boulevards for the future, const ruction of -ewers, exten- 
sion of streets, as well as the creation of publie park- ami workingmcn's district-, with -anitarv dwellings, ami 
finally an adequate waterworks system. He also discussed question- of public health, emphasizing the ncces- 
sity of protecting in everyway possible the lives of young children, w ho an- the citizens of tomorrow. 

As to thp public library. Major Stephen- stated thai the city should have a. cent ml librarv building in 
Lnfontaine Park, with branch libraries in other part- of the city. 

REFERENDUM ON FRANCHISE. 

"And now we come to ihc most important phase of a city's life' said Major Stephens m conclusion. 
" I refer to the question of transportation. " upon w hieh he proceeded to -ay that Montreal should studv the 
be.-t means of transportation for the people, whether by surface line-, or by underground system, or hv elevat- 
ed lines, or by auxiliary vehicles, such as autobuses for districts wheje the first named systems could not 
be operated. All of t he<e means of transportation should be studied and t he one or more found most suitable 
adopted. 

In summing up the situation. Major Stephen- -aid: "The contract between the Tramways Company 
and the city has about nine years yet to run and we have plenly of time without causing the Tramwav- 
Company any injury, and with great advantage to the city, to prepare for the future. Here i- my plan- 
First, I want first of all a square deal, an equitable arrangement for the city, for the people and 'for the 
company; second, before doing this we must, inform the Tramway- Company, 'Gentlemen, put your cards 
face up on the table, play fair, and Montreal will do the same. The city of Montreal wishes to grant voti 
full justice by according to you a fair contract.' Third, before signing this contract we must prepare a general 
plan lor the city, showing our boulevards, our new park-, our water works systems and sewers, and we mu-t 
prepare for a Montreal with a population of a million and a half inhabitants to lie given transportation 
Then let us prepare together an equitable contract, for the company and for the city, but, before accepting il 
and before signing it, I pledge myself here tonight to submit it to the judgment of the people by means of a 
referendum. This is the method adopted by large companies themselves: they consult their shareholders for 
the ratification of an important contract, and if it is good for the companies it cannot lie bad for the people " 
In concluding. Major Stephens again addressed himself to the citizens of Montreal to do their utmost to 
make the city a beautiful and healthful place for its inhabitants to dwell in. 

OTHER SPEAKERS. 

Air. A. N. Brodeur, who occupied the chair owing to the indisposition of Mr. .1. A. N'aillantoilH in 
introducing Major Stephens, -poke of him as a whole-hearted supporter of the enlenle-cordiale that had 
existed between the two race- in Montreal long before Britain and France had ever thought that they could 
become friend-. Mr. Charles. Query, who also preceded the candidate in a short address recommended' Major 
Stephens' work while president of the Harbor Commission a- the greatest guarantee Montrealers could have 
that he would make good at the head of civic affairs. 

Mr. Joseph Arcbnmbault. K.C. remarked that while Mr. Stephens was al the head of the Harbor 
< ommifcsion he had done full ju-tiee to French-speaking citizen-., and now was the time for the French-Cana- 
dians to recognize and reward his good work there. It was their duty lo re-pect the tradition that the city 
iftjré alternate French and English-speaking mayors. 

Mr. J. H. Sherrard and Mr. R. L. Calder also fjjokp, ihc latter referring sareastieallv to a recent -tac- 
tile Relorm Club was training Major Stephen- for the House of Common*. Such a ridieiiloU« 
-hi be di.-mi-rd. lor any one who knew the Major knew that, he was aheadv trained and would 
' somewhat exclusive tribunal at the present moment.

As we pen the last words for this volume, may w e hope thai 
the men who will offer you Volume Four in its entirety in 101 3 
shall receive the support and the sympathy so cordially extended to 
those who to-day lay down this year's burden !
